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Appeals in Fountain Pen Suits Decided 
Against the L. E. Waterman Co. 

Judges Lacombe, Townsend and Coxe, 
sitting in the United States Circuit Court 
of Appeals at New York, handed down an 
opinion, Thursday, in favor of John For- 
sythe and William Davis, defendants in 
suits brought by the L. E. Waterman Co., 
New York, relating to certain fountain pen 
patents. This decision affirms that rendered 
by Judge Hazel in the United States Cir- 
cuit Court at New York a year ago. 

The suits were begun Aug 30, 1899, in 
the United States Circuit Court at New 
York, and were brought to restrain the de- 
fendants from selling alleged infringements 
of patents granted to L. E. Waterman on 
fountain pens which are now owned by the 
complainant company. Two patents are in- 
volved, one of which relates to the mechan- 
ism for supplying ink in the nib of the pen, 
and the other relates to conical joints for 
the cap and body of fountain pens. The 
pens which it is alleged infringed the pat- 
ents are manufactured by the Parker Pen 
Co., of Janesville, Wis., and their customers 
all over the United States have been sued 
by the complainant, about 50 suits in all 
having been commenced. 

Two suits were argued before Judge 
Hazel, of the United States Circuit Court, 
about 14 months ago, and, in an opinion de- 
ciding the case, rendered in January, 1903, 
he declared that the cap patent suit based 
on Mr. Waterman’s claim for the invention 
“of a progressive elastic conical joint having 
non-capillary properties,” was invalid. In 
regard to the patent on the “feed” suit, 








Judge Hazel declared that it was valid, but 
that the defendants did not infringe the 
patent, as the device of the Parker Pen Co. 
was not like that of the complainant. He 
therefore dismissed both bills of complaint, 
with costs. 

An appeal was immediately begun from 
the decision of Judge Hazel to the United 
States Circuit Court of Appeals, and this 
was argued Dec. 10 and 11, 1903, before 
Judges Lacombe, Townsend and Coxe 
Fred. C. Hanford and Walter S. Logan ap- 
peared for the complainant company; while 
William B. Whitney, counsel for the Parker 
Pen. Co., looked after the interests of the 
defendants. The same arguments were ad- 
vanced before this court that had been used 
in the lower court. After Mr. Logan, for 
the complainants, had finished argu- 
ment on the cap patent, the Court told Mr. 
Whitney, counsel for the defendants, that 
it would not be necessary for him to state 
his case. 

In its opinion handed down Thursday, 
the United States Circuit Court of Appeals 
affirmed the Circuit Court below in its opin- 
ion relating to the cap patents, and like- 
wise sustained the lower court in its opin- 
ion on its decision regarding the feed pat- 
ents. This opinion, which is very short, 
reads in full as follows:

Thief Who Robbed New York Jeweler 
Pleads Guilty and Is Released Under 
Suspended Sentence. 

There were many expressions of indigna 
tion last week over the maner in which 
Timothy F, Sullivan, alias “Walter Jones,” 
was allowed to go free by Judge Newburger, 
of the Court of General Sessions, New York, 
after he had pleaded guilty to the charge 

of attempted larceny 

Sullivan, or Jones, is the man who early 
in January entered the jewelry store of 
Henry C. Nockin, 669 Columbus Ave., New 
York, and, while being shown some jewelry, 
suddenly seized a tray of diamond rings and 
bolted from the store. He stopped long 
enough outside to insert a wooden plug in 
the door latch, so that he could not be pur- 
sued by any one in the store. Henry Aders, 
the bookkeeper and salesman for Nockin, 
finaly succeeded in opening the door, and 
gave chase after the fugitive thief. He 
caught Sullivan, who pulled a revolver and 
struck him on the chin. A policeman ar 
rived in time to wrest the weapon from the 
robber. 

After his arrest, and pending his trial » 
the General Sessions Court, Sullivan was 
imprisoned in the Tombs. There he re 
ceived the best of attention; his meals were 
brought to him from outside restaurants, 
and altogether he seemed more of a guest 
than a prisoner accused of a grave crime 
He came up for trial before Judge New 
berger, Friday, and pleaded guilty to the 
charge of attempted larceny, but the Judge 
suspended sentence, declaring that numer

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to the prisoner’s good character pri 
attempt to steal were the causs 
leniency.

America. 


by recounting the business career of the 
retail jeweler whose mercantile experi- 
ence follows, the first fact which will 
strike the reader, is that whereas the Am- 
erican dealer usually becomes a_ store- 
keeper directly, without having served at 
the bench, the European, who makes Am- 
erica his home, has graduated from the 
bench, before becoming a dealer. While 
this is generally the case, it is most true 
of the city dealer. And narrowing it down 
still more closely, we find that it is the 
German immigrant more especially, who 
has brought to aid him in his later career, 
the most practical training as a_ skilful 
watchmaker or an ingenious jewelry re- 
pairer, or both. 

Furthermore, there is another truth 
which will lead to a deduction that is ex- 
emplified by the story of this especial case. 
This is that whereas Europeans are more 
prone to follow in the fcotsteps of their 
fathers, the American is more apt to strike 
out for himself. This is found to be equally 
usual in all countries of Europe. Perhaps 
both of these general facts are because 
throughout Europe, the adoption of the 
vocation of the father is the line of least re- 
sistance to the son. Then, too, we oi 
America have early learned the fact that, 
as someone has aptly said, ‘““America spells 
opportunity.”

Teheran, talks considerably about turquoise 
and pearls. Among other things, he says: 
“The turquoise gem, the finest examples of 
which are produced from the mines of Nish- 
apoor, are, probably from some change in 
the fashion of the west, becoming dearer in 
price, and, in this city and neighborhood, 
more difficult to find. A word of advice to 
those whose taste leads them to adopt this 
article of adornment may not be out of 
place. Much of the value of the stone de 
pends on its shape, the oblong being con- 
sidered the most appropriate; on its freedom 
from spots or discoloration, however small 
in size; on its age when the color has settled 
down into its final hue (not the superficial 
variations or sympathetic changes, but its 
really permanent shade) ; but more than all 
on its actual color, whether fresh from the 
hands of the lapidary or sedate from long 
wear. Choice, taste and fashion largely de- 
termine the preference of one shade to an- 
other, but the lapis lazuli or the cloudless 
sapphire of its native skies is the highest 
quality of the turquoise. Price, worth, ap 
preciation, are such strong points of contact 
with human sentiment and depend upon so 
many considerations of importance that it 
will appear to be an exhibition of vanity to 
venture any opinion on the subject. I have 
been led to make these remarks in the inter- 
est of travelers, who when they come to 
Persia are anxious to 
themselves of one or more of these stones, 
and they are likely to be deceived unless 
they have some practical knowledge to guide 
them. 

“The pearls of the Persian Gulf, which 
have formed for a long time past an im- 
portant branch of the export trade, have 
likewise, within the last few years, risen 
greatly in price. I do not think that this 
means that the supply has seriously dimin- 
ished, but rather, that the demand has in- 
creased out of proportion. Ten thousand 
dollars for a rosary of faultless pearls is not 
at the present time considered at all exces- 
sive, although within my own experience the 
same could be bought for a tithe of that 
amount. Like other gems their value de- 
pends on so many points of importance that 
it is impossible in writing to give any in- 
structions on the subject of such delicate 
discriminations and perceptions of worth,” 

In another part of his report Mr. Tyler 
speaks of a demand at Teheran for Ameri- 
can clocks, watches, lamps and novelties.

Pogging by the Cylinder Method. 


BY GUSTAVUS KAHN. 
(Continued from issue of Jan. 6.) 

| T is also a very good idea to have the pa- 
tient look through the pin hole every time 
a change is made, either in the strength of 
the cylinder or position of its axis, or in the 
change of the spherical from weaker to 
stronger or vice versa, and as long as any 
improvement is noted through pin hole 
back or close in front of the lenses in trial 
frame it denotes that the lenses are not yet 
correct and further changes are required 
until the pin hole makes no further improve- 
ment in vision but rather slightly obscures 
sight; in this way we always have, so to 
speak, a standard by which to be guided in 

making the required changes in lenses. 
Instead of taking weak cylinders of oppo- 
site kind with axis at right angles, should 
the original not improve vision, if it be a 
concave cylinder, or to make vision worse, 
if it be a convex cylinder, we may place 
a weak spherical plus or minus, but of 
opposite denomination to cylinder in trial 
frame, which would answer the purpose 
much better than changing the denomination 
of the cylinder with axis reversed 90°; for 
instance, cylinder + 1.00 ax. 90°, as found 
by reducing the + 2.00 axis 90° with weak 
concave cylinder axis parallel with the + 
2.00 cylinder axis 90°; now such cylinder is 
found and gives the clearest vision, but vis- 
ion is at least as good, if not better, than 
without such cylinder, and rotating the lat- 
ter to axis 180° makes vision much worse, 
and in either position the pin hole disk when 
imposed gives considerable improvement in 
sight. In that case we turn cylinder back to 
original position—that is, axis 90°, and place 
concave spherical lenses over the same until 
best vision is obtained with weakest minus 
spherical lens so imposed, which at least 
equals vision through the pin hole; now if 
— 0.5 spherical is the lens and if there is no 
plus nor minus sphere back of the cylin- 
der, it would give: Sph. — 0.5 > Cyl. + 
1.00 ax. 90°. This is a mixed compound 
denoting mixed astigmatism; but should 
there be a minus sphere back of the cylin- 
der, say, Sph. — 0.5, then the combination 
would read, Sph. — 1.00 = Cyl. + 1.00 ax. 
90° transposed cylinder — 1.00 ax. 180°, a 
case of simple myopic astigmatism. Should 
tnere be a stronger spherical back of the + 
1.00 ax. 90° than Sph. — 0.5, we would then 
have compound myopic astigmatism, and 
with plus sphericals back of the cylinder + 
1.00 ax. 90°, we would get either simple 
hyperopic or compound hyperopic astigma- 
tism, as the case may be, according to the 
strength of the plus spherical back of the 
cylinder, + 1.00 ax. 90°, in conjunction 
with the — 0.5 sphericals used or any other 
strength of minus sphericals, provided both 
meridians remain either neutral or plus, as 
in simple hyperopic astigmatism or both 
plus as in compound hyperopic astigmatism. 
Having found for each eye separately 
the best lens combination, we proceed then 
to test both eyes in order to see, (1) if 
vision is equally good in each eye; (2) if 
vision is better or not with both eyes to- 
gether than with either separately. Should 
vision be better in right or left eye we try 
the pin hole again in order to ascertain if 
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the eye with poorest vision has the proper 
lens, and if not we should endeavor to raise 
vision in that eye to the highest possible 
point by making the required alteration in 
the lens combination employed for the pur- 
pose. 

Should, however, both eyes be made to see 
equally good or nearly so and vision is bet- 
ter with both eyes than with either eye sep- 
arately, in that case t*e correcting lenses 
give fair promise of very satisfactory re 
sults unless in the lenses or lens combina- 
tion for each eye there exists too great a dif- 
ference either in kind or strength or both 
kind and strength together 

It is of great importance, and much care 
should be taken not to overlook binocular 
vision; frequently stronger plus spherical 
lenses or weaker minus spherical lenses are 
accepted with equally good vision; for that 
reason it is our duty to place a weak plus 
or minus spherica! of about 9.25 or 0.5 over 
both eyes at once, and if vision remains 
just as good with the increase of plus spher- 
ical power or decrease of minus spherical 
power the spheres of both lenses should be 
altered accordingly and then tried again un- 
til the weakest pair of plus spherical or 
minus spherical addition makes the vision 
with both eyes worse. Our aim should be to 
ascertain which are the strongest plus 
spherica: or the weakest minus spherical 
lenses for the eyes for binocular use, and 
should we faithfully observe and carry out 
this principle in its fullest detail we will 
insure thereby the most pleasing results and 
the best satisfaction to our clients.

Mechanical Theory of Vision, 


(Communication of M. Antortne Pizon to the 


Académie des Sciences.) 

Eas theory of vision at present accepted 

consists, as known, in the chemical 
action of light on the retinal purple with 
which the rods are impregnated. Estab- 
lished by Boll as a purple, in consequence 
of his discovery of the purple in the frog, 
and completed and modified in its details hy 
Kihne, Koenig, Perinaud, Ebbinghaus and 
many others, this theory has continued to 
be accepted, for want of any other, though 
it is incapable of furnishing an explanation 
of various effects of capital importance. 

It is thus that Kiihne supposes the ex- 
istence of a retinal yellow, concurrently 
with the purple of Boll. Ebbinghaus and 
Koenig believe in a third visual substance, 
as yet not discovered, for green and red. 
Young, to support his theory, is obliged to 
admit the existence of three kinds of ner- 
vous fibers producing, respectively, the 
violet, green and red rays, but which the 
microscopic study of the retina has never 
put in evidence. 

By the side of these hypotheses there are 
a number of gaps in the chemical theory. 
The retinal purple is lacking in all the in- 
vertebrates. It is also lacking in the fovea 
lutea of the vertebrates, which is, how- 
ever, the most sensitive region of the retina. 
Among the vertebrates, some possess 
neither rods nor purple (serpents) ; others 
have rods, in which the purple is lacking 
(pigeons and bats); the retina of albinos 
is provided with pigmentary granules ab- 
solutely colorless; frogs preserve all their 
visual faculties when they are exposed to

Question No. 673.—To Brighten Show 
Case Trimmings.—TJhe nickel-plated trim- 
mings on our show cases are dull and look 
as if they needed polishing. Can you rec 
ommend something to polish them with?

ANSWER :—Saturate a sponge with ben- 
zine or gasoline and sponge off the nickel 
to remove all the dust. Make a mixture of 
whiting and alcohol of the consistency of 
cream and rub into the nickel with a cloth. 
Follow this up with a chamois. 

Question No. 674—Black Filling for 
Letters.—/ engrave coffin and name plates 
and would like to know the best material 
to use in order to fill in the letters so they 
will appear black. F. G. 

ANSWER :—Heat the plate over an alco 
hol lamp just enough so that the letters can 
be filled in with a pointed stick of black 
sealing wax. The engraving must be so 
deep that the wax will be below the surface 
of the plate Where you have small plates 
or fine lines, they can be filled in with 
black lacquer. The lacquer that may have 
run beyond the letters may be removed 
with a cloth saturated with alcohol 





Question No. 675—To Silver Glass | 
Mirrors.—Kindly inform me at your earliest | 





opportunity how to silver glass mirrors. 
M. S. 
ANSWER :—Your request for a method of 
silvering mirrors was answered in the issues 
of THe CrrcuLar-WEEKLY of Aug. 13, 1902, 
and April 2, 1902, which we quote, as fol- 
lows: ‘‘To make a background for a mir- 
ror, procure a large piece of tin foil that 
will cover the surface to be coated, and 
some mercury. The tin foil is laid out on 
a flat marble surface and pressed until all 
wrinkles are removed, after which the mer- 
cury is poured on the foil until it is about 
1/32 of an inch deep; then the glass, which 
has been thoroughly cleaned with strong 
nitric acid and water, is warmed and slid 
upon the mercury in such a manner that 
most of the mercury is removed, and the 
glass allowed to rest perfectly flat. If this 
is correctly done there will be no air bub- 
bles between the glass and mercury. The 
glass is then weighted down and allowed 
to remain in that position for several days. 
We think the materials needed can be ob- 
tained through any first-class drug house.” 
Your question was also answered in the 
issue of March 11, 1903, as follows: “Two 
distinct methods are adopted for this pur- 
pose. The one erroneously called quick- 
silver consists of the application of a lac- 








quer of amalgam of tin, or a similar al- 
loy, to the surface of the glass. The other 
is a coating of real silver, precipitated from 
a solution of that metal.” 

Question No. 676—Red Coloring on 
Plated Articles.—/ recently had a com- 
munition service to replate and I had to gold 
line the goblets. I used fine gold anodes 
which produced a regular yellow shade. 
My customer wanted a dark red color, such 
as is on new communion goblets. lease 
inform me how to make such a solution? 


c. & R. 
ANSWER:—The red shade is produced 
with a copper alkaline solution, which is 


made as follows: Dissolve eight ozs. cop 
per sulphate in one qt. of rainwater. When 
cool, add liquid ammonia while stirring with 
a stick of glass rod. At first a pre 
cipitate will fall, but this will dissolve on 
adding more ammonia until the whole s« 
lution assumes a beautiful blue tint. Dilute 
this with an equal bulk of cold rain wate 
and add to it, while stirring, enough of the 
solution of potassium cyanide to destroy 
the fine blue color of the ammonia and sul 
phate, when a color similar to that of old 
ale will appear. Set this aside for a few 
hours, then filter and add enough rain water 
to make one gallon. If you have no rain

water, condensed water will suffice. Use a 
piece of soft sheet copper for anode and 
heat the solution to 110° to 130° Fahrenheit. 


Plate the articles inside with the above solu- 
tion, then brush carefully, apply 
another coating of copper, and after scratch 
brushing again, run a light coat of gold over 
this. If carefully plated this way it will 
burnish up well and give the desired dark 
red cr lor

Pebbles into Jewels.

ANY a Chicagoan walking on the lake 
shore and noting the pretty, soft 
| tinted pebbles that line the borders of Lake 
Michigan has wished that some practical or 
artistic use might be made of their quaint 


beauty, says the Chicago Record-Herald 
And now a Chicago artist—an artist in 
more than one province—is proving that 
many useful and beautiful ends and pur 


poses may be served by a simple treatment 
of these same plentiful stones. 

Joseph Gillespie is the man, and he is by 
profession an organist. Between work 
hours, and for pleasure and recreation, he 
carves on the blue-gray slate or stones found 
on the lake shore exquisite bas-reliefs. Por- 
traits, figures, ideal heads, all these he cuts 
from the simple substance, with results 
unusual as charming. Very often the fin- 
ished carvings, framed gold or other 
metal, are later worked up as unique and

A New Light on Export Trade.

OW, at a time when some of the papers 
published in the United States are 
giving attention to rumors as to the ap- 
proaching end of the great business “boom”’ 
which has swept over this country for sev- 
eral years, we may with propriety inquire 
whether there is not a way to obviate these 
ever-recurring cycles of depression in our 
manufacturing industries. 

A boom in business is due largely to a 
combination of financial confidence and an 
increased demand for goods of all kind 
and if our manufacturers could be induced 
to hold back their productions to a pace 
commensurate with a healthy demand, the 
ultimate bursting of each consecutive boom 
might be indefinitely deferred. 
Such is not the case, however, as it is a well 
known fact that no sooner does a boom 
s art than each manufacturer lays out plans 
to double the capacity of his factory—he is 
not satisfied to add a wing to his factory; 


possibly 


he must make it two or three times as large. 

Of course, he has not the ready cash for 
this outlay, and the net result is that at the 
slightest dropping off in the demand for his 
goods he finds it impossible to meet his ma 
turing notes and goes to the wall. One fail 
ure usually brings on another, and soon the 
whole edifice of cards called “confidence” 
comes tumbling down, and we have the 
usual years of depression and “hard times.” 

Suppose that when this manufacturer no 
longer found in each morning’s mail implor- 
ing letters from the domestic jobber to ship 
at once, he had been able to use another out 
let for his goods to markets beyond our 
borders; what would have been the result? 
[The manufacturer with a foreign outlet 
could keep his factory running while await- 
ing the return of better times, and he could 
witness undisturbed the daily reports of the 
closing down of his competitors who had 
not had the foresight to prepare for the in- 
evitable. 

Take any business directory of 20 years 
ago and compare it with one of to-day; what 
do you see? That, in nine cases out of 10, 
the survivors have established themselves 
firmly in foreign markets, and it is owing to 




































































this independence from domestic \ 
that they have been able to retain 1 
ness integrity for 20 years 

The writer remembers many 
turers who, 20 scoff 
thought that they could not get al 
out export trade, and he has look 
through directories of to-day to 
names—their epitaphs
